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Dallas police fire tear gas 
during day 2 of protests

DALLAS 

Thousands gathered in Dallas 
on Saturday for a second day of 
protests against police in re- 


sponse to the death of George 
Floyd, the Minneapolis man 
who apparently died of 
asphyxiation after a video 
showed a police officer kneeling 
on his neck. 

The protest Saturday after- 
noon started out nonviolent. 


Marchers chanted things like 
“Say his name: George Floyd,” 
“Black lives matter,” and “No 
justice, no peace, no [expletive] 
racist police.” At times, the 
procession stretched six or se- 
ven blocks through downtown. 


About 4:30 p.m., police began 


firing tear gas canisters into the 
crowd in front of City Hall after 
some protesters on bikes stood 
in front of a SWAT vehicle and 
tried to block it. Officers began 
ordered the crowd to disperse. 
Many protesters ran, but some 
threw the tear gas canisters back 


at officers to cheers from the 
crowd. 

The protest in Dallas was one 
of several ongoing across the 
nation, unfolding as one of the 
four officers involved in Floyd’s 
arrest was charged with murder. 
While cities like Minneapolis 
have seen rioting, looting and 
arson, others like Fort Worth 
have seen peaceful 
demonstrations.

Prior to his suicide in jail, 
there were plenty of clues that 
Dean Ray Stewart, 50, suffered 
from serious mental instability, 
his brother said. 

Documentation from police 
bears that out. 

Family members contend that 
police were aware of their rela- 
tive’s mental 
problems and 
should have tak- 
en him someplace 
where he could 
have received 
appropriate 
mental health 
treatment or 
monitored him 
more closely 
while he was in the Tarrant 
County Jail. 

“He didn’t have his medica- 
tion,” Dean Stewart’s brother 
Kerry Stewart told the Star- 
Telegram. “It wasn’t like he was 
a crazy person. When he was on 
his medication, you would never 
know. How could they, why 
would they have put someone in 
jail knowing that this was his 
situation?” 

Dean Stewart was pronounced 
dead on April 26, and the Tar- 
rant County Medical Examiner’s 
Office listed his cause of death

The weekend Colleyville 
reopened ahead of Texas, more 
than a dozen people gathered 
outside the Latin restaurant 
Gloria’s under a radiant spring 


sun, waiting two hours to enjoy 
margaritas al fresco. A few cou- 
ples, sitting in the parking lot’s 
grassy medians, brought lawn 
chairs. They had come because 
Colleyville Mayor Richard New- 
ton signed a proclamation al- 
lowing on April 24 for people to 
dine at restaurant patios, gather 


at churches if they followed 
social distancing guidelines and 
book appointments at gyms and 
salons. 

The rest of Texas was shut 
down. Harris County Judge Lina 
Hidalgo and Dallas County

masks. In Tarrant County, 
Republican Judge B. Glen Whit- 
ley suggested it could be two to 
four weeks before Tarrant re- 
opened, saying on April 21, 
“Now is not the time to relax.” 
A majority of Texas agreed: A
